| Vice Presidents. Wm. Reston was elected Secretary ard
| Treasurar.
| The following Resolutions offered by Gen. Alexander Mc-
' Rae, were adopted by the meeting :

Resolvad, That it is considered of primary importance
successiully to carry into effect the purposes for which this
Society was organized, that each and every member should
make report in minute detail of his operations in the culti-
vation of the various crops grown by him, including the par-

ticulars of pre{.-aring the ground and manuring for such

crops, especially in sach cases in which the products are
beyond the usuu{ yield. g

lesolved, That it is recommended to the different mem-
beis of the Society, as well singly as in committees, to visit
and examine the growing crops of their fellow members,

and ascertain by inspection and mutual conference, the ac-
tual mode of cuiture pursued.

The different topics introduced—al tending to the good
of the SBociety—were pleasantly discussed by thie following
gentlemen, viz:—Gen. McRae, N, N, Nixon, R. K. Bryan,
0. L. Fillyaw, H. Nutt, D. McMellan, Dr. Carr, A. C. Smith
and others.

Mr. Nutt, in the course of his remarks, related the result
of some experiments in drainage, and the application of
salt, showing the benefits tq the soil by the first, and the
value of the last as a fertilizer.
